Dr. N. T. True, Suhool Superinten- 
dent of Oxf jrd county, Maine, has 
made a special rep >rt cODCerniDg a 
8ch"olmistroHs Id that State and her 
work Her name is VoiUa Howard, 
and fjho ieactie» in the town of Be'bel. 
ISlio is 55 yaars old, and hai taught 70 
u rms ol private and public eehoolB.
